-Mr. Kiirriek is wlint miirlit Is- ternied rieli in tliree- 
yeiir-ohl fillies, luiviim two. Elfin 0»een und Teren- 
tiii, whieh. hnrrini; t'ommander 1‘oss' Milkmaid, 
will prohahly eonimand the rest iti tlie filly stakes, 
and iMissildy (rive tile eolts an arpnment wortli.v 
of their sex in open raees. laist year Elfin Queen 
w.ns a lu'iirlit star in the earl.v weeks, winninc 
everytliinc la*fore her itntil she liad to lie slielved 
when her eliances of lieiiiK tlie ehampion yonnirster 
were exceedinirly brilliant. 

Her last raee was in the I'nited .States Hotel 
Stakes at Saratoca. For a lialf mile she raeed with 
the speedy Hicli Time and Dtinboyne. and tlieii 

somethimr haii’s-ned eausiiiK lier to fall baek. Mr. 
Karriek had a si-eond entry in tlie raee in Tewntia. 
from Mr. Coe's string, whieh finislipd third to 
Hilly Ivell.v and Diinlxiyne. after eominc from a loiiir 
wa.v ill till- rear. Considerinc the faet tiial Elfin 
(Hieeii had alwii.vs shown to be a niiieli iN-tUT fill.v 
tliun Toieulia. it can lie safel.v predieted but for 
the failure of Elfin ttueeii slie would certainly 

have been a decided factor in the race, as Terentia 

was only lieateii two lengths and a half by Hilly 

Kelly and one length by llunlsiyne. War I'ennant 
was a eontender and finislied a length and a half 
beiiind Teiviitia. Taking tliis ra<-e as a line it 
indicates that Elfin Queen was prett.v near the 

eiiual of. if not lH‘tter than, either Hill.v Kelly or 
Itunlaiyne. especially as she had Is-fore jiroved in 

imblic to la- almost ten pounds better than Te- 

reiilia in the .\storia Slakes at Aiineduct. in which 
she finished second to Terentia. coneeding the latter 
twelve iMiunds in weight and Iieiiig beaten in a 
driving finish b.v only a half lengtii. 

I’rior to that Elfin Queen had a string of vic- 

tories excepting in he,r maiden race, in which slie 
had an exceedingl.v rough expirieiice. being cut off 
several times, which um|Uestioiiald.v prevented her 
from winning. If this filly comes ba<-k to her 
liest form of last year she seems decidedly the 
tiesi of the weaker sex in her division^ 

In Terentia Mr. Karriek has a mighty fine filly, 
one that is entitled to all serious eonsideration. 
She is a goisl weight packer, in lier last race taking 
up Eltt iHUinds and running Merry Friticess to a 
length, giving her eigliteen pounils. Her prior raee 
was at Helinont I’ark. in whicli she concedi-d alMUit 
eighteen pounds to War I’ennant and lirought him 
to a drive to beat her by a lengtii and a half. 
Whetiier she is a gisid mud runner is a <|ueslion. 
She won a raee in the slop at Helinont Park, which 
is not a iiositive criterion. Helmont I’ark alwa.vs 
having a sidid foundation, and raeed second to Han 
nibal over a heavy course in the Saratoga Siwcial. 
Is-iiig beaten five lengths in a raee tliat did not 
compare with other races run the same da.v from 
a time staiidpoint. In other starts in heavy going 
she (lid not loom up prominently, lienee it is fair to 
presume that Terentia is not at home when the 
track is deep in mud. Elfin Queen is likel.v to per- 
form much better in the mud than Terentia. as 
she lieat Hannibal in tiie slo|i at Helmont Park and 
siin),l.v cantered home in the Fashion Stakes two 
days later over a slow track. Through the Hannibal 
line Elfin Queen is a far Is-tter lieavy track racer 
than Terentia. 

DOMESTIC-BRED TWO- YEAR-OLDS. 

Outside of these two fillies there is a wide gap 
Is-forc real hing the next best in Karrick’s thrt 
y.-ar idfi division. Sweep On is a giaid colt and 
Over, There will win races, but there is no com 
liarison between these two and Elfin Queen and 
Terentia. The onl.v handicap liorses Mr. Karriek has 
will have to come from the three-year-olds, as 
.Nutcracker has little to reemnmend him. Thunder- 
cbi|i. from the Oneck Stable, nia.v prove a useful 
horse, having several victories to his credit, tliough 
he only tx-al rather eommon horses. Should he im 
Iirove on his form fie might develop into a useful 
sort of liorse. though it is ihuihtfui if he will race 
himself into liigh estimation. Outside of Elfin 
tpieeii and Terentia Mr. Karriek will have to de- 
pend niton his two-year-olds to gather in any stakes. 
Tluie is no predicting what lie will do in thi- 
department at present and. wliile lie ma.v hav< 
preferences among liis eighteen, he can give no 
as-iirance of their promise until he has given them 
a fair trial. Isitli in private and publicly. Nearly 
ever.v iwo-year-old in the stable is domestic -lired, 
many of the foe band lieing Star Slioots, the re 
maiiider being by a mixed lot of stallions, includ- 
ing Ilisguise. Pelt and I lie Englisli horses Corcyra 
and Sir .Vrcliibald. Tlie Oneck Stable has a beaiiti 
fully bred filly by Sweep Kaskaskia, and two by 
Pelt, dams Orowo'c and Isidy Oialiva. Should tlie 
Sweep Kaskaskia filly inherit Hie itiialities of 
Isitli lior sire and dam. briglit things are in store 
for her. Her mater was a fine race mare und the 
progeny of .Sweep havi- Is-eii wonderful. 

So far as jockeys are concerned, trainer Karriek 
is well off. having Fairbrotlier, Mc.Vtee and M.vers 
under contract. While they may not lie iiiiite up to 
the class of Isiftiis. Robinson and one or two others, 
they are much Ix-tter than the majority. Fair- 
brother had an average almost as good as Robinson 
last year, while Mc-Uw and Myers were well up 
in the middle division of riders. They scale from 
111 iiouiids down to IfKl iMuiiids, FairbrotUer lieing 
the heaviest and .Myers the liglitest.

Tiie Kentucky Stable of Messrs. Drake and Cliinii raeed a niimlier of horses last year which lacked 
notliiiig in tlie way of iiigli-ebiss bi-eeding. but. witi: the exception of tliree, tliey did little effective in 
racing. T'he Eiiglish-hred two-year-old Cliasseiir ran well enough to make a good three-.vear-old this 
year und was tlie stable’s liest money winner He won the WakeLeld Handicap at the Empire City meet- 
ing in -Inly, tint ids liest race was in tlie I'nited States Hotel Stakes at Saratoga, in whieh, with 119 
pounds up. lie tiiiislied tiftli to Hilly Kelly. Ilunbo.vne, Terentia and War Pennant, with Eternal, High 
Time. Sir Harton. Routledge and Ellin Qiie'-n among tlie nine xWiich Knished behind liini. That was pretty 
good form, .\notlier Englisli colt, the four yenr-old Torchliearer. proved himself a fast horse at a mile 
and won noarl.v as inneh mone.v as Cliassenr did. Niglititiek, one of the evrgreen sons of Broomstick, 
could still race well and wns tlie stable's tliird best wi'-.ner. Tlie otliers were disapixiintments and the 
recoril of the stable was;

a two-y(,«r-nld filly by I.lilnglbhy — Princess Caprice. 
These will all bear the silks of Saninel Ross of 
Washington. Mr. Hnreli does not appear to liiive 
iiM.v notion of attemoling to train I'ltiniatiim again, 
ritimatiim. wliose feet alwa.vs laitliercd him, lias 
lieen retired to tlie stud. 

Mr. Itnrcli's right -hand man at Renning track is 
Jockey Pliil Mnsgrave. wlio lias Im-i n on tin- groniid 
for some lime. It was not Hie good fortune of 
.Mnsgrave to see service aliroad. lint lie entered tlie 
arm.v in tlie first draft, rose to Hie rank of sergeant 
at Cliarlestoii. S. C.. and lefi tlie service with 
many liaiidsoiiie Hiiiics .written by Ids coniiiia tiding 
offici-rs on Ids discharge inipers. Since leaving 
Hie ariii.v be liiis mnrried and settled down in 
Wnshingtoii. He weiglis aliont 108 ixmiids in riding 
coniHthiu now. and he is always on the Job. Mr. 
Hiircli is keeiil.v nnxions to liave him reinstated, 
because in* (Riirch) lias a strong stable of liorses of 
various ages in training, and lie needs badl.v the 
services of a capable rider. 

Of tlie veteran liorses Crank. Ra Ilymoone.v and 
Frank .Macklin. tliere is little to be said be.vond 
that they have wintered well and will la- read.v 
to do their la-st at Rowie at tlie first asking. Crank 
docs not liHik a bit Hie worse for Ids tliree years of 
rather liard cani|iaigniiig. Frank Macklin. a foreign- 
lircd fonr-.vear-obl. widch laid off ruciiii; last year 
after a fairl.v cnslitable two-.vcar-old lieginning. has 
iiiatiired into a liundsonie iiidividiial, and acts as 
tliough he can run. RallyiiKKiiicy, wliioli was liglit 
and gangling last year, is carrying more flesh this 
.veur and ap|M*ars to he more robust. RaIl.veonnell 
is small of stature, but compact, and Mr. Hiirch 
believes tliat she will earn her oats from the start. 

There are iHissiliilities in Cldmerii. a colt that 
worked swiftl.v at .Vi|iiediiet last summer, but struck 
Idmself and onl.v started twice. High Time is 
straight ns to Ids tendons and l.'iO pounds lieavier 
tliaii he was at an.v time last ,vear. Tliere are sprint 
iiig |M»sihilities in Higli Time, and he will liegin to 
linstie for Ids oats early. 

Tlie Colin — Torix-iiliow two-ycar-obl filly is a 
hig-bomd. hig-boilied brown, a miss widch reminds 
one of her lirilliant sire — short -legged and well- 
ninscled. Some of the Henning trainers pick tliis 
miss as the coining star of the winter's Renning 
tlioroiighiired colony. The I.bingibby — Princess Ca- 
price filly is a stalwart cliestnut. Slie is of the 
family of Royal Marriage and Royal Coinage. 

.V son of Royal Coinage brought $13,000 
at piililie auction at Saratoga last summer. The 
Llaiigibhy filly is lug all over. She may not train 
Miceessfully for tlie earl.v niei-tings, but she looks 
like a miss tliat will win in gixid class company 
once slie strikes her gait.

Private Tappenbeck in the Thick cf French Battles 
Is Captured at End. 

Here is n tytiienl soldier’s letter from one of 
Daily Racing Form’s laiys, linotype operator Paul 
’rappetiN>ek of (VimiNitiy F., 12»tli ' Infantry. It 
was written February 20 at Etti-lhruck. Germany. 
.Vfter some i>ersonal gossip. I’rivate Tappenlieck 
goes into ocnirrence, opinion and history in this 
way : 

“The soldiers feel prett.v sore about tlie States 
going ’dry’ and say, "I’liose guys slipiied one over 
on us while we were awa.v.’ 

“The 33d Division played the 35th Division a 
game of football and lost, 3 to 0. It was a great 
day for celebrities. Major-General Bell, General 
Ti^d, Colonel Milton Fon-man and the Duchess of 
Luxemburg were iimong tlie man.v siiectators. 1 
wish I knew when we were c(Hiiitig home. There 
an- so man.v rumors, not front a reliable source, 
tlimigli, and 1 am not placing an.v rmifideni'e in 
them. But we all lioia- and liiink it will be around 
the latter part of April or early in May. It liiis 
been awfully cold the last few weeks. The siiow- 
topiied hills which surround tlie city make it 
look ver.v iM-autifnI. But. when you write of home, 
that’s when 1 am listening to you. I read in a 
Chicago paiH-r that the lio.vs of the 33d Division 
were satisfied and don’t want to come home; alsc 
tlmt they sleep in castles. Tliis is not the truth. 
We all want to come home, and as as soon as we 
can. 

“While I am writing I ma.v as well give yon 
a lirief liistory of onr pArt in the war. We arrived 
in Brest, France, May 24. 1918. After staying there 
for six weeks, we took a train to Brus.sels. where 
we sta.ved for thr»*e weeks training with the 
British. Then we hiked to .\iniens, near the Somme 
River. We stayed only a few days and marched 
‘up to the line’ for the first time, being brigaded 
with the Australitiiis. Tlien we went to Albert, on 
the British sector, and stayed tliere two wt-eks. A 
short timo after tluit found us in Mancois for a 
short period in training when we went to Verdun. 
We m-cupied trenches on ‘Dead Man’s Hill,’ ‘Hill 
No. 304’ iiinl ‘Dentil Valley.’ Tlie morning of the 
‘Big Drive’ we held an ontiKist near wla-re it 
began and witlidrew when the liarrage eoniinenced. 
After that our troiihle start<*d. We liad ‘Jcrr.v’ 
on the run and did not stop until November 11. 
We stayed two weeks at ‘Whizz Bang HiU,’ near 
the Meuse River. 

“Up to this time we liad Im-cii in tlie trendies 
thirty days without n-lief and wen' nearl.v ex- 
hausted from loss of sleep and gas. of which we 
had plenty. Our relief finally came and we thought 
we were in for a long rest. But we were only 
sliifted to tlie tn-iu-hes again on another sector. 
This time it was Conscinvoye womls in the Argonne. 
Tlmt was onr final stay in tlie trendies, and a costly 
one. t(M>. for we came out with about sixt.v men. 
After a sliort rest we wen* on our wa.v to the St. 
Mililel sector. Wc arrived there early Monday 
moniing, November 11. Now we diunged to oiien 
fighting and started out to find the enemy, but 
that iiiorniiig it was awful fogg.v. We got lost 
in the fog from the rest of the company and ran 
riglit into one of the German trenches before we 
knew it. The Germans immediately fired upon us 
with their madiine guns and gri'iiades. In a few 
seconds we were surrounded and cuptun'd; fourteen 
in all bi'ing taken and ten wounded and killed. 
Onr platoon was almost wiiied out. It is a miracle 
I was not killed, being so dose to the madiine 
guns. I consider myself lucky indeed. Our captain 
was also wounded and captured, but he is now back 
in the States. Tlie Germans did not keep us more 
tiian a few days. Then we returned to Verdun 
and the American camp sent us back to our com- 
pany. That was an experience I shall never forget. 
Now, if wi' can onl.v come liome soon. 1 will call it 
square. Having much more to tell than I can 
write wlieii I get liack, I will dose witli best wishes 
to all.”

It is the in- 
tention of Mr. Carinaii to give this youngster a race 
or so at Bowie and Havre de Grace and have him 
ready for tlie Pimlico features, tlic Pimlico Niirscr.v 
md the Pimlico Spring Juvenile, wliich will Ik' 
run in May. 

The Meridian — .Achieve cidt, the biggest of the 
band and not the least nn'missessing. is culled San- 
down, after the impular race course in England. 
Sundown is a half-brotlH'r of .Achievement, a Ham- 
ilton D<‘rh.v winner of a few years back, and now- 
one of tlie government’s most liighly prized remount 
service stallions. This one may not come to Imiid 
as quickly as will some of his stable companions, 
but Mr. Carman exiiects liim to be racing to ids 
best form by tlic time the Saratoga meeting liegiiis. 
He will lie one of the Carman candidates for tlie 
Saratoga Siiecial. 

One of tlie fastest of the colts claims Paradise 
Queen, she' the dam of that remarkably speedy son 
if 'The Turk, Pepper for dam. Tliis one Is called 
.Ace of Aces. He is aliout the size of Carmandale 
and of the quick iimtiiring tyis'. Ace of Aces is 
another iiotenlial Saratoga Special candidate. 
Midiau is tlie name that lias ls*en chosen for the 
son of Meridian — Venitii Strome. a young daughter 
of Ben Sti-ome. wliich is just iM'ginning lier career 
at the stud. The Meridian — Horizon colt is called 
Equator. 

l.ike most of the sons and grandsons of. Ben 
Brush. Meridian seems to possess the valued qual- 
ity of iireiMiti'iicy. His two-year-olds at Beniiing. 
and his yearlings at Cannamlale farm, tire till hay 
in color, the ba.v shading to brown. Tlieir iKiints 
are black and they linve little wliite liairs alsnit 
them. The.v are rcmarkalile for tlieir Ivine develop- 
iiK'iit and the uniform distribution of tlieir flesh.

John 
Smiilski and .Stargowan, and to tlie yearling eolt 
hy Short' Grass which Emil Herz recently Imiiglit 
from Ciqit. T. J. Cla.v for $*>,000), by Seniproniiis — 
Bllangowan. liy I)e Beauvoir. The colt is a hand- 
some indiridiial, and tlie' new owners feel tlmt tlie.v 
liave in him a most worthy representative of tli’e 
great Maria West family. 



It is little more tlian three .vear» .ago since I 
liegan trying to send Messrs. Corrigiin and .Mc- 
Kinney in tlie T'nited States mares that would 
make tlieir stud equal to what Mr. James R. Keene’s 
Imd been, and with Miss Elizalieth Dtiingerfield 
(whose fatlier liad managed for lits relative, Mr. 
Keene) in cimrge of their stud, ail seemed likely 
to go well. The.v received sundr.v gems, such as 
Marion Homl (b.v Martiigon — .Maid iltirian, (him 
of Polyinelus), with a fill.v b.v Prince Palatine and 
in foal to Sunstar. for $10,000. and tliis. too, iii 
the year wlien her tliree-year-old daughter Smi- 
bonnet. hy Sunstar. won the Kentucky Oaks and 
many otlier races; hut tlie best bargain of nil b.v 
far. to ni.v mind, was the beautiful sister to Tint 
Tetrarcli. in training ami ahsolntel.v sound as 11 
three -year -old in the spring of 1917. for $7. .500. Sin* 
had never run. having gone slightl.v amiss ns a two- 
year-old just liefore a rac(' for which she was being 
'trained, but Iicr owner, Mr. Kennedy, was confi- 
dent about lier future — if only there were racing 
in Englami. Be that as it may. 1 Isiiiglit Iicr for 
1..500 guineas, and tlionght so niiieli of her that, 
having autliorit.v to go to 2.000 guineas. I Imd eabled 
for permission to extend tlmt limit, and liad received 
iinlimiteil |s'miission. This will Ix' nnpleasiint 
rending for Mr. Kennedy, but it is truth. 

After I Imd bought her for 1..50O guineas Mr. 
Tattersall liimself expressed surprise, and said he 
thought she compared favorably with the liest fillies 
of the year. I mention these things to illustrate 
the vicissitudes of value in different oountries. 
Messrs. Corrigan and McKinney, for some reason 
or otlier. agreed to differ, and suddenly sold off 
their stud. But what madness to let this particular 
nil.v go casually into tlic American market, wlicre 
no one knew much about Tlie Tetrarcli: Marian 

llood they, of course, did know aliout, for Snnlsui- 
net had proved the value of her dam; and so Marian 
Hood and lier tlien yearlings made tlin'c timi's wimt 
tliey cost; but the sister to Tlie Tetrarcli, then 
named Royal Quest, made onl.v $5,000. C'luld any- 
thing Is' more ridiculous'’ Slie would at that time 
liuvp made $25.(M)0 — possibly more^in England. 

I wrote out to get on track of tlic piirchnsi'r. tiiid. 
later, her breeder. Mr. E. Kennedy, asked me if 
she could lie iMinght: hnt from Miss Dtiingerfield 
I learned tlmt she was Isinglit h.v Mr. Willis Shariie 
Kilmer, and tlmt he is not likel.v to torn over his 
purchase. How little use thert> is in trying to bn.v 
Royal Quest may lie judge<l from the fact tlmt in 
tin* Souvenir Itcsik of the Sun Briar Court Stud 
Mr. AVillis Sharia' Kilmer lias selected one out of 
thirty-eight of liis brood mares for a full ptige 
illustration, uiid tlmt one is Royal Quest. He prob- 
ably would not sell her for an.v price at all. and 
the’ anno.ving thing is that he should Imve iKiuglit 
her for actimll.v .5(M( guineas less than I Imd to give 
for lier in this country. Such is Idoodstm-k breed- 
ing. liowever, and both Mr. Corrigan and Mr. Mc- 
Kinney will probably live to regret tlie day when 
they suffered tlieir stud to be dispersed. — AV. Alli- 
son ill London Sportsman.
